This noble woman has secured fame not 
through self-seokiog but in unselfish deeds. 
It is well to write good things, it is better to 
act them. Aud Clara Barton‘has done both. 

She begau nursing a brother, when only 
eloven years of age. For nearly two years 
she rarely Jeft his side, and thus her sym- 
paties were put in training for the relief of 

e suffering. It is said that in all that long 
period she only taft him for one-half day. 

At the age of sixteen, Barton began 

. to teach, a pursult in which she was eminent- 
ly successful. She was a ploneer In the fres- 
school system, hiring a house and opening 
her school-room to rich and poor alike, all at 
her own expense. She proved that free-achools 
were needed and could be managed. We next 
hear of her at Washington, as a clerk in the 
Patent ‘Office; the Arst woman so employed. 
She had been selected for probity, business 
ree qd aud the capacity to keep secrets, — 
a rare thing in general estimation, this last, 
but true.

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Tendencies of tho Age. 


There ia no room for the pessimist in this 
world of ours, even when it seems to be go- 
ing backward it is advancing. lop- 
mont is in whorls or spirals, and at times civ- 
{lization appears to be descending. It is 
only golng down the thread of the screw to 
rise on the upward curve. Besides, the axis 
of the mental and moral globe, radiating 
"from or surrounding the planet, may be in- 
elined like the axis of the globe itself. Then 

' there are fogs, cloudy periods, depressions 
of the moral barometer, tornadoes, thunder 
storms and cyclones, spiritual as well as 
physical. 

Why should we be depressed, then, at the 


ed ot retrogression when wo know. 


there ís no such thing in the long run? It is 
because -wo look down and not up. Wo re- 
gard the partial tendencies, not the entire 
sweep of activit We are near sighted and 
need couching blindness. Ne 
Let us look at the material conditions 
Ute. Our ancestors lived without the comforta 
that the poorest man commands to-day. The 
eellings of his house were low, the windows 
small, the panes poor and blurred, and the 
rooms cold, dark and eheerless in winter. 
Tho housewife cookéd over a fire-place, roast: 
ing her face with her meat, and grew bent 
with stooping over the coals. Her linen was 
hand-span and hand-woven, and the wool 
wont through every procesg at home, after it 
. eame from the sheep's back before 1t clothed 
. the backs of her husband and children. She 
washed the fleece, colored it with bark, 
carded it, spun it upon the big wheel in 
one corner, and warped and wove it in 
the hugo loom in another corner. Then, 
whose hand but hera cut and made, washed 


and mado one day seem the twin of its dreary 
predecessor. Buperlors exacted obedience to 


the letter, and the law knew no meroy for 


offences, small or large. Only the natural 


effervescence of tbe youthful heart could 
make life seem worth the living. 

Through social development, human power 
is constantly increasing. Tho relation of 
each to the other and of each to all, grows 
moro intimate and complex. A higher in- 
telligence Is required for man to keep ut the 
lével of his fellows. Work ts taken from the 
isolated homo into great factories. and ten 
thousand spindles swiftly whirr in place of 
tlie slow treadle of the loom. Tho present 
century compared with the past, is like the 
rush of the express train compared with the 
lumbering galt of oxen. Mighty works are 
marked by the throb of engines Instead of 
the throbs of human hearts; delicate ma- 
eh takes the place of expert hands. 
Workshops turn out pins, needles, shoes and 
boota, barrels, watches, clocks, furniture, fine 
silks and coarse woolens, and a thousand 
articles of laxary which have been invented 
within the memory of a generation. A good- 
sized house cam be bought, shipped to Aus- 
tralla or South America, set up with all mod- 
ern conveniences and the owner begin house- 
keeping in it withlg a month from the day it 
was bought; and then send greetings flylog 
back on the wings of an. invisible force. A 
thousand newspapers circulate where one 
was published fifty years ago, and we know 
all about last night's earthquake or yester- 
day's eruption of Vesuvius before to-day'a 
breakfast. Children's books are Illustrated 
with such engravings as the Queen of En- 
land could not buy for the baby Prince of 
Wales, and that home is squalld which does 
not show some article of luxury which 
Washington could not have procured because 
it had not then been mado. 

Such are some of the conditions of material 
progress in which even the poorest have thelr 
share. There is poverty and distress and dis- 
turbance, but there ls no possibility of a re- 
turn to the old, slow-going galt of our fore- 
fathers. 


But this outward progress is only the re- 
sult of spiritual growth. Every invention is 
preceded by its mental prototype. It existe 
as a distinct entity in thought before It la 
wrought in wood or metal. The nerve ganglia 
la man has not only grown In size but in 
sensibility., If he feels pleasure more keen- 
ly, he also suffers more pain. The vall ls 


dally growing thianor that separates matter | go 


from spirit. The alr ls fall of thought; it 
tingles with vital electricity. The boundar- 
les of one world impinge upon another, and 
sometimes they appear to coalesce. The ad- 
vance has been made more quickly than a 
comprehension of it, Just as a child learns to 
walk before he understands the uso of his 
museles. We are still in the realm of the 
Intellect though many excursionists take 
flights into celestial regions, and return to 
tellus what thoy see.
